Prichard, of San Miguel county, as chairman pro tem., in or- 
der to proceed to a permanent organization. ‘The motion be- 
ing put by Mr. Chavez, Mr. Prichard was unanimously de- 
clared President pro tem. 


On motion of Mr. Garcia, of Socorro county, Mr. Sena 

was chosen chief clerk pro tem. 5

Mr. Garcia moved that a committee of three members be

The motion 
being seconded was adopted, whereupon Mr. Chavez was 
unanimously chosen President of the Territorial Council. 


Mr. Prichard, President pro tem., invited Mr. Chavez to 
the chair and introduced him to the members of the Council 
as President thereof. 


Mr. Chavez, on taking the chair as President of the Leg- 
islative Council, in a few simple words, but full of patriotism 
and public spirit, congratulated both political parties for the 
union which prevailed in his selection, and tendered them his 
most sincere thanks for the honor conferred upon him in 
selecting him as their presiding officer. ` 


Mr. Prichard moved that a committee consisting of three 
members of the Council be appointed for the purpose of in- 
forming the Hon. G. W, Lane, Secretary of the Territory of 
New Mexico, that the Territorial Legislative Council had or- 
ganized, and request him to visit the Council Chamber and 
administer the oath of office to the members present. Thé 
motion being seconded was adopted.

The Chair appointed Mr. Prichard, of San Miguel coùnty, 
Mr. Bell, of Doña Ana county, and Mr. Booth, of Grant 
county, as such committee. 
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The committee retired, and after a short absence returned 
accompanied by the Hon. Secretary of the Territory, who pro- 
ceeded to administer the oath of office to J. Francisco Chavez, 
President of the Territorial Legislative Council, and to alltha 
officers who had answered to their names when called. 


Thethanks of the Council, through the President, were 
tendered the Hon. Secretary of the Territory for his courtesy, 
and the committee appointed to request him to administer the 
oath was instructed to accompany him to his office. The com- 
mittee and the Hon. Secretary retired. i 


Mr. Romero, of the county of Mora, moved that the par- 
liamentary rules adopted for the government of the Legisla- 
tive Council at the ‘I'wenty-sixth session of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory, be adopted as the parliamentary 
rules for the government of this body. 


The motion was seconded by Mr. Laughlin. 


Mr. Prichard offered the following resolution as an 
amendment to the motion of Mr. Romero. 


Resolved, That a committee of three members on rules 
and order of business be appointed by the Chair, to prepare 
and report rules for the government of the Council, and that 
said committee confer with such committee as may be ap- 
pointed by the House to prepare rules for both bodies, and un- 
til such time as said committee shall report such rules and or- 
der of business, the rules of the Legislative Council of the last 
Legislative Assembly are hereby adopted as the temporary 
rules for the government of the Council. 


After a short discussion Mr. Romero accepted the amend- 
ment, and the resolution offered by Mr. Prichard was adopted. 


The Chair appointed on said committee on rules and or- 
-der of business, Messrs. Prichard, Garcia and Laughlin. 


Mr. Romero moved that a committee of three members of 
the Council be appointed to wait upon His Excellency, the 
‘Governor of the Territory, and inform him that the Council 
. was fully organized and ready to receive any message or com- 
munication that His Excellency may be pleased to make. 


The motion was seconded and adopted.

It was moved and seconded that the Chief Clerk be in- 
structed to transmit to the Hon. House of Representatives and 
to His Excellency, the Governor of the Territory, a complete 
list of the members and officers of the Legislative Council 
for their information and government, which was adopted. 


„Mr. Prichard moved that the hours for the meeting of the 
Legislative Council be at 10 o’clock, a. m., of each day, until it 
be otherwise determined by the Council. 


The motion was seconded and adopted. 


On motion of Mr. Romero, and by unanimous consent of 
the Council, the Council adjourned until Tuesday, the 28th 
day of December, at 10 o’clock, a. m.

Council met pursuant to adjournment. 
The President in the chair. 


A quorum. being present the Council proceeded to busi- 
ness. 


Mr. Prichard introduced the following resolution: 


Resolved, That the Postmaster of the Council is hereby 
authorized to apply for and receive any and all mail matter 
that may be directed to the members and officers of the Coun- 
cil that may come to the Santa Fé postoffice, and that the 
Clerk of the Council is hereby directed to furnish to the post- 
ee a list of the names of the members and officers of the 

ouncil. 


There being no objection the resolution was adopted. 


Mr. Prichard moved that the hour of 2 o’clock having ar- 
rived, the session of the Council should arise and proceed to 
the Hall of Representatives for the purpose of resolving them- 
selves into a joint session to listen to the reading of the Gov- 
ernor’s message. 


The session of the Council was raised and the members 
and officers proceeded in a body to the Hall of the House of 
Representatives. 


Having arrived at the Hall of Representatives the an- 
nouncement was made by the Sergeant-at-Arms of that House 
that the body of the Council was present. 


The Speaker of the House of Representatives announced 
that they would be glad to receive them, and invited the mem” 
bers and officers to seats. 


The President of the Council having assumed the chair, 
called the joint session to order. 


Mr. Fort, Representative of San Miguel county, moved 
that a committee of three members be appointed to inform the 
Governor that both Houses were in joint session, ready to re- 
ceive him. ~* 
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Mr. Garcia amended the motion by adding two more mem- 
bers to the committee, that is to say, that the committee should 
consist of two members from the Council and three from the 
House of Representatives. 


The amendment having been accepted, the motion of Mr. 
Fort was adopted as amended. 


The President of the Council announced the following 
members as the committee: Messrs. Fort, Davis and Marcy 
from the House of Representatives, and Messrs. Garcia and 
Romero from the Council, and the committee retired. 


After a short absence the committee returned, and Mr. 
Fort reported that the committee had complied with the duties 
assigned to them, and that they had the honor to accompany _ 
His Excellency E. G. Ross, Governor of New Mexico. 


The Governor was invited to a seat upon the President’s 
stand. 


On motion of Mr. Prichard the report of the committee 
was adopted and the committee discharged. 


Mr. J. Francisco Chavez, President of the Council, in a 
very polite and courteous manner, introduced Governor E. G. 
Ross to the members of the Council and House of Represent- 
atives, in joint session assembled. 


The Governor then proceeded to the reading of his mess- 
age. 

The Governor having concluded the reading of his mess- 
age, on motion of Mr. Francisco Chavez, from Rio Arriba, the 
Governor’s message was received, and a vote of thanks was 
tendered to the Governor by Mr. José Francisco Chavez, Pres- 
ident of the Council, in behalf of the members of the House 
of Representatives in joint session assembled, for the various 
propositions and recommendations contained in his message. 
To which the Governor replied that he had no doubt that har- 
mony would prevail between him and both Houses of the 
Legislative Assembly, and that their main views would be to 
pass such laws and other measures which would tend to pro- 
mote the best interests of the Territory and its people. 


Mr. Davis, from the House, moved that the joint session 
take a recess in order to give the members of the Council and 
House of Representatives opportunity to shake hands with the 
Governor.; 

Mr. Prichard, from San Miguel, moved that the various. 
matters contained in the Governor’s message should be referred 


ae 
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to the corresponding standing committees of the Council and 
House of Representatives. 


There being no objection, the motion was agreed to. 


The joint session, on the motion of Mr. Davis from the 
House, then took a recess. ; 


After ten minutes had expired the joint session was called 
to order by the President of the Council. 


On motion of Mr. Fort, the committee that was appointed 
to invite, the Governor to the joint session, was instructed to 
escort the Governor in return to his office. 


The committee, in company with the Governor, retired. 


On motion of Mr. Prichard the joint session was dis- 
solved, and the body of the Council returned to the Council 
Hall. 


Having arrived at the Council Hall, the Council was 
called to order. 


A quorum being present, the Council proceeded to busi- 
ness. 


Mr. Laughlin, from Santa Fé, presented to the Council a 
circular from the Department of the Interior which, by unani- 
mous consent, was left upon the table for further considera- 
tion. 


Mr. Prichard moved, and was agreed to by the Council, that 
the proceedings of the joint session of both Houses should be 
inserted at length upon the Journal of the Council. 


On motion of Mr. Bell the Council adjourned until Wed- 
nesday, December 29th, 1886.

the amount to be expended for each session’s printing to 
$3,750. 

Second—The latter amount will be expended, if required 
in printing the bills, laws and journals of the two Houses. 
An equal number of copies will be printed in each of the two 
languages common to the Territory. 

Third—Arrangements which I believe to be complete and 
satisfactory, have been made with a job printing office in 
Santa Fé for printing the bills and resolutions which are or- 
dered by the Legislative Assembly through this office and 
` which I may deem to be necessary under the discretionary 
powers with which I am clothed. 

For the details of this arrangement 1 am accountable to 
the government of the United States.

Lorenzo Labadie, ex-sheriff of said county, and which lists 
are of licenses and taxes, fines of the justice of the peace, 
mandates of the District court, finding a total sum in said list 
and mandates of $1,933.08, which sum is originated in said 
lists in favor of the Territory of New Mexico. And besides, 
we have found for the endorsement and credulity of all these 
facts, that we have seen an extract made by committee of the 
grand jury of the County of San Miguel, in the August term 
of 1883, where said committee found and reported to the grand 
jury that having examined said lists in possession of said 
Benigno Jaramillo, and having examined the books of the 
county find that the sums in such lists were charged against 
said Benigno Jaramillo, and then the grand jury in its report 
informed the District court, and recommended that the Dis- 
trict court instruct the County Commissioners to make an ex- 
amination of such accounts and to credit said Benigno Jara- 
millo for all the lists not collected by him. 
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Now, therefore, your committee believing that it is but 
just that that such sums shall be credited to him, respectfully 
recommend the passage of this act.

GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor to return herewith Coun- 
cil bill No. 14, An act for the disincorporation of certain cities 
in the Territory of New Mexico and for the payment of the 
indebtedness of the same, without the Execntive approval. 

Though in the guise of a general bill, the well understood 
fact that it has reference to but a single incorporated city in 
the Territory—the city of Socorro—and is not intended to 
affect or apply to but that one city—-that its effect is purely 
local and in no sense general—makes this bill a local and 
special measure, therefore repugnant to the law of congress pro- 
hibiting local and special legislation. This point has been 
distinctively affirmed in at least one of the state courts, in a 
case very similar to this—in that where local and special legis- 
lation is prohibited by the fundamental law, no evasion of 
language can convert a bill for a purely local or special pur- 
pose into a general bill. That is precisely what this bill at- 
tempts to do. A false label does not change the nature of the 
article. The act of Congress of July 30, 1886, was precisely 
and solely for the purpose of preventing legislation of this 
character. 

The geheral incorporation act of 1884, under which the 
city of Socorro was last incorporated, provides the machinery 
whereby an incorporated city may be disincorporated. Having 
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thus provided the facilities for that purpose, it becomes a serious 
question whether the Legislature has not divested itself of 
all power to that end—whether any power to disincorporate a 
city once incorporated by the action of a prescribed majority 
of the people, exists outside of the people themselves who by 
their votes incorporated that city. 

The assumption by the Legislature or any other authority 
but the people, to disincorporate a city thus incorporated with 
the facilites for disincorporation by their own action, is in 
contravention of the right of local self-government—a right 
which underlies and constitutes the basis principle of our entire 
political system, without the preservation of which, popular 
government, as it exists under the Constitution of the United 
States, cannot live. . ; 

An incorporated city is an American institution—an illus- 
tration of American civilization and progress. Disincorpora- 
tion is in the line of retrogression—a step backward; and is 
illustrated by this bill, a negotiation by questionable authority 
of a principle vital to popular government and in the direction 
and interest of sloth and semi-barbarism.

Mr. Booth introduced Council petition No. 10 of the citi- 
zens and merchants of Deming, praying for the repeal of arti- 
cles 9 and 10, section 2901, which was read. 


On motion of Mr. Garcia the petition was referred to the 
Committee on Finance. 


Mr. Prichard arose on a question of privilege and made 
the following report of the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions: 


Mr. Presip~ent:—Your Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, to whom was referred the matter of contest between 
Pedro Sanchez, contestant, and Alexander Gusdorf, contestee, 
for the seat now held by the contestee as a member of this 
body for the district composed of the county of Taos, having 
given the subject matter careful investigation, respectfully re- 
port the following: 

This matter was referred to your committee at an early 
day in the session, and received prompt and careful examina- 
tion with the object of ascertaining which of the parties to the 
contest was rightfully entitled to the seat in question. 

In view of the fact that this body is the sole and exclu- 
sive judge of the election and qualification of its own mem- 
bers, it was deemed proper on the part of your committee to 
hear and consider all the testimony presented bearing directly 
upon the subject matter of their investigation, in order that 
your honorable body might be enabled to determine the matter 
of this contest fairly and impartially and upon its merits alone. 

Your committee find that at the general election held on 
the 2d day of November, 1886, for the oftice of member of the 
Council, for the county of Taos, there were returned as hav- 
ing been cast in said county, for said office, 1,865 votes. 

It further appears from the returns of said election, that 
of said number of votes, Hon. Alexander Gusdorf, the sitting 
member, received 966 votes, and that Hon. Pedro Sanchez, 
the contestant, received 899 votes. 

It appearing on the face of the returns that the sitting 


‘member had received a majority of sixty-seven votes over the 
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contestant a certificate of election was issued him, whereupon 
his seat was contested by the contestant. 

It is contended on the part of the contestant that the ap- 
parent majority of sixty-seven votes returned for the contestee 
was obtained by fraud, force and intimidation, that numbers 
of legally qualified voters of the county of Taos who were sup- 
porters of the contestant, were prevented from casting their 
votes for the contestant, that this was accomplished by the in- 
terference of large-bodies of armed and mounted men who, in 
the interest of the contestee invaded the home precinct of the 
contestant and by a system of terrorizing kept from the polls 
the supporters of the contestant, and prevented them from 
voting; that in pursuance of this system, friends and support- 
ers of the contestant were arrested on fictitious warrants, 
falsely asserted to have been issued by the justice of a distant 
preciact, that the persons so arrested were denied bail, and 
were kidnapped and taken away from home by armed men and 
held as prisoners for the purpose of depriving the contestant 
of the votes of the parties so arrested, that such unlawful ar- 
rests were intended to intimidate, and in fact did intimidate 
many other voters, and so prevented them from voting for the 
contestant; that a large number of fraudulent and illegal votes . 
were cast, counted and returned for the contestee. 

If these allegations be true, your committee are of the 
opinion that the contestee should not be allowed to profit by 
outrages on the elective franchise committed by his friends 
and supporters in his interest and for the purpose of securing 
his election. If these allegations be true the contestee is no 
more entitled to the seat obtained by such methods than is the 
-highwayman entitled to retain possession of the property he 
steals from the traveler. 

It is also alleged that there were irregularities in the elec- 
tion, that one of the judges of election in Precinct 3 was not 
a citizen of the United States, that two of the judges of elec- 
tion in Precinct 7 were not sworn and were not, therefore, 
qualified to act as judges. 

The contestant contends that by reason of these irregu- 
larities, these precincts 3 and 7, should be excluded from the 
returns. Your committee do not entertain that opinion. While 
it is true that such irregularities might subject the judges of 
election to punishment for a failure to comply with thé law, 
itis no less true that their irregular action should not be 
allowed to vitiate the poll, and thus disfranchise legally 
qualified voters who are in no manner responsible for the 
failure of the judges to properly perform their duties. 

Your committee, in the discharge of the duty imposed 
upon them by the Council in the investigation of this case, de- 
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termined to hear all the testimony that was offered bearing 
upon the subject of fraud, violence and intimidation of voters. 
"To the taking of such testimony, the contestee by his counsel 
objected, contending that it was contrary to all precedent. 
Your committee, notwithstanding this objection, proceeded to 
hear the testimony, and entertain no doubt of the propriety of 
such action. ‘They preferred to follow this course rather than 
be guided by the precedent established by the Democratic ma- 
jority of the Council of the Legislative Assembly of this Ter- 
ritory during the session of 1871-2, which unseated Gonzales, 
the Republican sitting member from Bernalillo, and seated 
Strachan, the Democratic candidate, by a resolution of the 
Council without the formality of a contest, the taking of testi- 
mony, or allowing the unseated member a hearing. 

Your committee having heard all the testimony offered. 
by the contestant and the contestee, and having carefully con- 
sidered the same, do find: 

That at the election held in the county of Taos on the 2d 
day of November 1886, for member the Council for that 
county, the contestant Pedro Sanchez and the contestee Alex- 
ander Gusdorf were the respective candidates for election; that 


upon the face of the returns of said election the contestee, 


Gusdorf, received a majority of sixty-seven votes over the con- 
testant Sanchez; that said majority for the contestee Gusdorf 
was obtained by a system of force, fraud, terrorism and in- 
timidation practiced by the contestee’s friends and supporters 
aud in his interest against the contestant Sanchez, his friends 
and supporters; that a large body of armed and drunken men 
numbering from thirty to forty in the interest of the contestee 
Gusdorf, and for the purpose of defeating the election of the 
contestant Sanchez, came to Precinct No. 2, the home precinct 
of the contestant in said county, and by manifestations of 
armed violence so intimidated a large number of the voters of 
said precinct who were the friends and supporters of the con- 
testant to such an extent as to prevent their voting at said 
election; that among the unlawful acts perpetrated by an 
armed mob in the interest of the contestee, was the arrest of 
Nicanor Vigil, a candidate.for the Legislature on the Repub- 
lican ticket, by an armed mob of thirty men, having a ficti- 
tious warraut, falsely purporting to have been issued by a jus- 
tice ôf the peace of a distant precinct, the denial of bail for 
some time and his forcible and unlawful removal from the 
precinct; we also find that a drunken mob challenged the 
friends of the contestant Sanchez to fight; that they took pos- 
session of and destroyed the property of the contestant, fed 
and destroyed his corn, and forcibly prevented the contest- 
ant’s friends who were duly qualified voters, from voting. 
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Your committee further find that on account of the reign 
of terror produced in said precinct by said lawless acts, a large 
number of persons who were friends and -supporters of the 
contestee, and who were not entitled to vote at said election 
in said precinct, were afforded an opportunity to vote un- 
challenged, and by means of such terrorism and intimidation 
of the judges holding the election, did, in fact, vote for the 
contestee, and prevented other persons from voting for the 
contestant, and that by reason of such fraud, violence and in- 
timidation, the contestee obtained his majority of sixty-seven 
votes over the contestant. And that without such force, fraud 
and intimidation, the contestant would have had returned for 


him a majority of the legal votes of said county cast at said 


election. 

Your committée therefore are of opinion that the con- 
testee should not be allowed to retain the seat obtained by 
such methods, and report the following resolutions and recom- 
mend their adoption: 

Resolved, That the sitting member, Hon, Alexander Gus- 
dorf, is not entitled to the seat held by him as a member of 
the Council for the county of Taos, and that the contestant, 
Hon. Pedro Sanchez, is entitled to said seat. 

Resolved, That the oath of office be administered to the 
Hon. Pedro Sanchez, and that he be admitted to his seat on 
this floor as the member for the county of Taos.

WueEreas, The name of the said Gable is now before this 
Council for confirmation as such warden, the same not having 
been acted on or withdrawn, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Council, and 

Wuerras, This Council is of the opinion that all public, 
officers of this Territory should be law-abiding men the up- 
holders of our institutions which are well disposed towards 
the peace and happiness of the Territory, its laws and institu- 
tions, 

Resolved, That the Special Committee on the Peniten- 
tiary now examining into the management of that institution 
be, and they are hereby authorized to inquire into the truth of 
the report affecting said warden as to any attempt on his part 
to interfere with the prerogatives and duties of this Council, 
and to report their finding in the premises at as early a day as 
practicable, and that action on the confirmation of said Gable 
as Warden of the Penitentiary, be delayed until said commit- 
tee report under these resolutions.

The provisions of section 1,856, compiled laws of 
1884, authorizing the Attorney General and District Attor- 
neys to settle cases of this character, has been in force since 
1876, and constituted ample recourse for relief to the party 
named in this bill. The fact that he failed to take advantage 
of that recourse is not a sufficient reason for the violation of 
an act of Congress in his behalf now.

Sizr:—The Committee on Territorial Affairs to which was 
referred Council bill No. 25, entitled An act in reference to a 


‘judgment against Benigno Jaramillo, together with the veto 


message of the Governor, stating his objections to said bill, 
and his reasons for declining to sign the same, has the honor 
respectfully to report that they have carefully examined 
said bill and message, and that the Governor states as his rea- 
sons for refusing to sign said bill, that the same is in violation 
of the provisions of an act of Congress of the United States 
entitled An act to prohibit the passage of local or special laws 
in the Territories of the United States, to limit Territorial in- 
debtedness and for other purposes, approved July 30, 1886. 
That upon full consideration and after consultation with law- 
yers of high standing and reputation this committee is of 
opinion that the construction given to said act of Congress is 
not warranted, and the objections of the Governor are not well 
founded. 

The Governor, in his message, holds the act under con- 
sideration to be in violation of that provision of said act of 
Congress, which forbids the Legislature to remit fines, penal- 
ties and forfeitures. 

Your committee is of the opinion the said act does not re- 
mit or attempt to remit a fine, penalty or forfeiture. Your 
committee upon full and careful investigation and inquiry 
found that at the time the judgment against Mr. Jaramillo 
was rendered, he was not, in fact, liable for the amount of 
said judgment, and that he was at that time fairly entitled to 
credit for the amount named in said bill, that owing 
to the absence of witnesses and evidence, he was not able to 
present the facts to the court upon the trial of the cause 
against him, and that there was included in said judgment the 
amount uncollected, and uncollectible taxes and licenses, for 
which said Jaramillo was then lawfully entitled to credit, and 
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with which this committee is of the opinion he should, under 
the circumstances be now allowed credit, and the present 
allowance of such credit is not prohibited by and would not 
be in violation of the said act of Congress. 

Your committee is of the opinion that the passage of the 
act in question is but an act of justice, and its enactment 
clearly within the rightful powers of the Legislature, and we 
therefore recommend that the act pass, notwithstanding the 
objections of the Governor.

“That the Secretary of the Territory, instead of the ehair- 
man of the respective -committees on public printing, be 
named as the officer under whose direction the printing shall 
be done, and upon whose certificate the money shall be paid.” 

The Secretary of the Territory is made by the regulations 
of the Treasury Department the supervisor of the printing 
performed for the use of the Legislative Assembly, and the 
unvarying custom has been to leave all such printing solely 
under his direction. There appears to be no occasion for a 
departure from that custom now, The Secretary has already 
paid out a considerable amount of public funds for printing in 
Spanish, and his accounts therefor, have already been sus- 
pended under the operation of the law of 1884, authorizing 
the session of thé Legislature for that year.

`- the Territory of New Mexico: 


GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor to return herewith to the 
House in which it originated, Council bill No. 84 without the 
Executive approval. The principal and only serious objection 
to this bill is in the second section which provides: “That no 
person shall be appointed to any office of profit or trust in this 
‘Territory, where the salary is to be paid out of the Territorial 
Treasury, who has not resided at least twelve months in the 
Territory previous to the appointment.” 

On the 10th inst., An act of the Legislative Assembly 
went into effect appropriating to its Chief Justice and each of 
the Associate Justices of the Supreme Court of the Territory 
of New Mexico, out of the Territorial funds of the Territory 
of New Mexico, the sùm of eighteen hundred dollars each, per 
annum, in full compensation for all services rendered to the 
Territory for their services as such Chief and Associate Jus- 
tices, said sum of eighteen hundred dollars to be paid propor- 
tionally every two months out of the Territorial funds. 

Under the. language of the act of February 10th this com- 
pensation becomes a salary annual or periodical wages, or 
pay such asis prohibited by this bill to be paid to any person 
appointed to any office of profit or trust in this Territory, who 
has not resided at least 12 months in the Territory previous to 
such appointment, any other interpretation of the word com- 
pensation avould make the Jaw of February 10, obnoxious to 
the act of Congress of July 30, 1886, and therefore void: : 

The injustice and impolicy of the bill will therefore be 
readily seen when it is remembered that in answer to the 
earnest appeal of the bar and the people of New Mexico, and 
as a result of the earnest effort of our delegate in Congress, 
that body is about to provide for an additional Associate Jus- 
tice, the bill therefor having passed the House of Represen- 
tatives, and being now before the Senate with the unanimous 
approval of the Senate Judiciary Committee. Under the opera- 
tion of the bill, which is the subject of this communication, 
were it to become a law that additional Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the Territory of New Mexico, if a non-resi- 
dent, would be entirely deprived for at least twelve months 
after his appointment of all benefits of the compensation of 
eighteen hundred dollars per annum, which the law of Febru- 
ary 10 authorizes to be paid by the Territory to the Chief 
Justice and each of the Associate Justices. 
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. Again the 14th amendment to the constitution of the 
United States declares that all persons born or naturalized in 
the United States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are 
citizens of the United States and of the State wherein they 
reside. 

No State shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges of citizens of the United States. 

Section 1860 of the organic act provides that the right of 
suffrage and holding office shall be exercised only by citizens 
of the United States; and further, by the laws of the Territery, 
all shall have the right of citizenship upon a residence of sig 
months. The right to hold office is one of the common rights 


of citizenship of the United States; it goes hand in hand with © 


the right to vote, and it is not in the power of a Territorial 
Legislature to deny or abridge the right. This bill attempts 


to deny and abridge that right, to establish two distinct classes . 


of citizenship, one with the right to vote and hold office; and 
the other with the right to vote without the right to hold 
office. Itis in terms in derogation of the fundamental laws 
both of the United States and Territory, itis therefore not 
only impolitic, unjust and unequal in its operations, but uncon- 
stitational and ought not,’and can not, in its présent shape 
become a legal enactment.

Mr. Lopez made the following report: 
To the Hon. President and Legislative Assembly of the Ter-- 


ritory of New Mexico: 

GENTLEMEN:—The undersigned committee beg leave to 
make the following report as Committee on Enrolled Bills of 
the Council to wit: For the purpose of presenting to the Gov- 
ernor for his signature Council bills Nos. 99 and 57, your 
committee called at the office of the Governor and finding it 
locked, we then called at the residence of the Governor at 
8:55 o’clock p. m., February 21, 1887, and asked for the Gov- 
ernor in order to present him said acts, and request his ap- 
proval thereof. He did not respond but we found his son there 
who is acting as his private secretary, and is so acknowledged 
by him to be so acting and appointed, and offered to deliver- 
the said bills to him for the Governor, but he refused to re- 
fused to receive the same and abrubtly closed the door of the 
room in our faces remarking: “The Governor has adjourned,. 
the same as you have, I know what you want, I won’t receive 
them.” He also refused to give your committee any informa- 
tion as to the whereabouts of the said Governor who, it séems,. 
was concealing himself from your committee in order that he 
might be able to “pocket” such bills and prevent them from 
becoming jaws. Your committee again this forenoon went to 
the office of the Governor and found him and presented him. 
said bills and requested his approval thereof as Governor, and 
also requested him to sign a receipt for the same and presented 
him such copies of receipts prepared, but he refused to sign or 
give any receipt therefor to your committee, or to give your 
committee any writing showing the facts. Your committee con- 
sider that in effect the bills were presented on the 21st instant 
to the Governor, as they did everything requested and neces-- 
sary to enable them to put thém in his hands and were only 
prevented from doing so by the said Governor concealing him- 
self from your committee. One of said acts is of vast import- 
ance and will result in saving fifty thousand dollars annually,. 
perhaps more to the Territory. We believe the action of the- 
Governor in this matter and that of his son and private seere- 
tary was entirely unjustifiable and an insult to your commit- 
tee. We lay the facts before you for your action.

GENTLEMEN: — l'he undersigned, a minority of the Com- 
mittee on Enrolled Bills, begs leave to offer this, his minority 
report, in regard to Council bills Nos. 99 aud 57 referred fo in 
the majority report of said committee. 

On the 21st of February, A. D. 1887, at or near the hour 
of 3 o'clock, p. m., the Council adjourned or took a recess un- 
til the next morning at 10a. m. In accordance with the ac- 
tion of the Council in this matter, the undersigned did not 
know that there had been a reconsideration of the vote taken 
on the matter of adjournment or recess, until so informed 
upon the streets by one of the pages ef the Council, about 
one hour afterwards, and again shortly after this notification 
by the page was also informed to the same effect by a mem- 
ber of the Council. At the time the undersigned was informed 
as aforesaid by the page that the Council had reconsidered the 
vote above memtioned, and that the Senate would reconvene 
at 5 p. m. of the same day, Council bill No. 99, or what is 
popularly known as “the Burns penitentiary bill,” was then 
under consideration by the House of Representatives. The 
information which the undersigned had previously received 
from a member of the Council, to wit: The honorable gentle- 
man from Bernalillio county, that the Council would not en- 
ter into any other legislative business for that evening (Feb- 
ruary 21, 1887) except that of acting upon said penitentiary 
bill after the same had passed the House, and that all that 
would be done would be that after the same was concurred in 
by the Council the Committee on Enrolled Bills would carry 
the same to the Governor. Hence the undersigned did not 
act as a member of the committee after the adjournment or 
recess referred to, neither does the undersigned know how 
late in the evening it was when the Council took action on the 
bill after it was passed by the House of Representatives, or 
what hour it was when the majority of said committee brought 
it to the Governor’s office. ‘Theiefore as to the premises and 
charges made, and conclusions arrived at by the majority of the 
committee set forth in their report as accurring on the 21st 
instant, the undersigned does not know except in so far as the 
facts herein stated may form the basis of arriving at the true 
state of the case. 

On the 22d, shortly after half past 10 o’clock a. m., the un- 
dersigned did go with the remaining members of the Commit- 
tee on Enrolled Bills to the Governor’s office with some bills; 
not having had the bills in my hands, I am not positive which 
bills they were, presumably, however, the bill heretofore re- 
ferred to as the penitentiary bill was one of them. They were 
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handed to the Governor with two other written documents 
and requested his signature to them. I know not what they 
were never having had them in my hand, neither had I read 
them or heard them read. They are the same papers referred 
to in the majority reports as receipts; I presume the Governor 


‘declined to sign them, alleging as bis reasons the papers did 


not contain the facts. One of the members composing the 
majority in the report requested that the Governor should ac- 
-knowledge the date of the receipt-of said bills as of yesterday, 
this ie declined to do. There was nothing whatever in the 
conversation between the Governor and members of the com- 
mittee on the 22d that in the opinion of the undersigned justi- 
fied the conclusions set forth in the majority report reflecting 
upon the integrity of the Governor in the whole matter. In 
view of this foregoing brief statement of facts the undersigned 
cannot concur in the majority report, and he again begs leave, 
Mr. President, to present this, his minority report.

Santa Fe, N. M., February 18, 1887. 
To the-Honorable Legislative Assembly of New Mexico: 


GENTLEMEN:—TI have the honor to return herewith Coun- 
cil bill No. 53, An act providing for the manner of creating 
new counties in the Territory of New Mexico, without the 
executive approval. 

he bill, though in the guise of a general bill, is yet in 
its purpose and effect special legislation. Of itself it has no 
purpose or effect. Standing alone it is utterly meaningless 
and without vitality. An act of special legislation is essential 
to give it a particle of effect. It is a thin disguise to cover up 
and apologize for the violation of a law of Congress by ap- 
pearing to make special legislation necessary and justifying it 
in advance. 

Special legislation in this case, at least, is totally unneces- 
sary by special act. It has been amply demonstrated during 
the current session that new counties may be established, by 
a general act, and thus that there is no necessity for such sub- 
terfuges as this for the accomplishment of any legitimate 
measure of county organizations. 

The people in many portions of the Territory are in great 
need of new counties. That they should be required to travel 
from one hundred to two bundred miles, as many of them are, 
to reach their county seats from communities amply able to 
support county government, is a hardship from which it is the 
duty of the Legislative Assembly to relieve them by giving 
them new counties. There is a fair, popular, open-handed and 
legal way in which this can be done. But that is not the 
method proposed by this bill. Although a large portion of 
the time of this session has been consumed in propositions of 
little utility to the general interest of the Territory, there is. 
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yet time to give the suffering people of remote sections of the 


‘Territory the relief in this respect they demand, and in a per- 


fectly legal, satisfactory and legitimate manner and without 
involving the violation of an act of Congress.

GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to return herewith to the 
House in which it originated Council bill No. 115, An act 
creating the county of Logan and for other purposes, without 
the Executive approval. 

This bill is obnoxious to the act of Congress of July 30, 
1886, in that it is purely local and special legislation by 
special act. It is, moreover, a measure of very grave injustice 
to the county of Grant from which the proposed new county 
is to be taken; in that a minority of the people of the present 
county propose to take therefrom some two-thirds of its terri- 
torial area and about fourteen fifteenths of its railroad taxable 
property. It also authorizes the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of the new county, at its diseretion, as one of its first 
acts and without consulting in any manner, whatever, the peo- 
ple or taxpayers thereof even before the county is organized, 
to burden them with an enormous debt for public buildings 
far beyond and in advance of any appreciable need therefor, 
and utterly without guarantee for the expenditure of the 
money thus obtained. The careless indifference, if not some- 
thing worse, with which this bill is framed, is something ex- 
traordinar y. Taken altogether it is the boldest and baldest 
scheme of plunder that has so far characterized this session of 
the Legislative Assembly, equalled only in that respect by the 
iustrumentalities that have been employed to secure its pass- 
age.

Mr. Garcia, under suspension of the rules, made the fol- 
lowing report: 


To the Honorable Ceuncil of the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of New Mexico: 
GENTLEMEN:—The Gommittee on Corporations, to whom 


was referred the message of the Governor of the Territory, of 


January 20, 1887, vetoing Council bill No. 14, relative to the 
disincorporation of certain cities, have the honor to report 
that they have made a careful examination of said message, 
and of the bill in question, and have reached the conclusions 
hereinafter expressed. 

The Governor in his message assumes that the bill has. 
reference to but a single incorporated city in the Territory, 
and that it is therefore a local and special measure and falls 
within the prohibition of the act of Congress of July 30, 1886.. 
There is nothing in the bill itself to justify this assumption 
on the part of the Governor, and we hardly feel called upon to 
combat an objection based solely upon the opinion of the 
Executive as to an illegal intention -on the part of the Legis- 
lative Assembly. Even if it were true that this bill will affect 
but one city in the Territory, that fact is not sufficient to sus- 
tain the veto, when we consider the objects expressed in the 
bill and the general spirit and intent of the Territorial statute 
with regard to municipal, corporations. By reference to sec- 
tion 1609 of the compiled“laws, it will be seen that the Legis- 
lative intent was to restrict the area of such corporations to 
the size of one and a half miles square, and that within that

area there should be a population of more than two thousand 
people. It is true that by the provisions of sections 1692 to 
1698, previously existing corporations are given the power to 
abandon their former organizations and to re-organize under 
the provisions of the new act; but it could-not have been the 
intention of the Legislature to thus give some few cities, or 
only one; if the Governors assumption is correct, a special 
privilege not granted to other similar corporations in the Ter- 
ritory, and if such is the effect of the statute as it stands, it 
was clearly an oversight and mistake, and should now be cor- 
rected. The object of the bill now under discussion is simply 
to correct that mistake and place all such corporations upon an 
equal footing. It may be urged that we are wrong in this 
position because other sections of the compiled laws, enacted 
at the same time with those above referred to, provide for the 
annexation of contiguous territory to any municipal corpora- 
tion without limit as to quantity, and that therefore it was 
not necessarily the intent of the Legislature to restrict cities or 
towns to the area hereinbefore mentioned. A moment’s 


_ reflection will, however, show the fallacy of this idea, for in 


order to annex any such contiguous territory, there must be, 
pre-existing, a town regularly organized under the statute, of 
the size and population prescribed by section 1609. It was in- 
tended that there should be a nucleus of sufliciently dense 
population to make a municipal form of government desirable 
before such corporation should come into existence, and that 
that nucleus should consist of over two thousand people within 
an area of not more than one and a half miles in length or 
breadth. 

The next objection made by the Governor is in the form 
of a suggestion, whether the Legislature has not, by providing 
statutory machinery for incorporating aud disincorporating 
cities, divested itself of all power over such corporations. 
This objection is not worthy of serious consideration. No 
authority can be cited to sustain such an idea. The Legisla- 
ture has the power by one short act, to sweep out of existence, 
if it chooses so to do, every act on the statute book relating 
to municipal corporations and to disincorporate every city in 
the Territory. i 

The next point made by the Governor is that the bill “is 
in contravention of the rightof local self-government—a right 
which underlies and constitutes the basic principle of our 
entire political system, without the preservation of which, 
popular government, as it exists under the Coustitution of the 
United States, cannot live.” While it may not be entirely re- 
spectful to a co-ordinate branch of the Territorial Govern- 
ment, yet we cannot but feel that this language of the Gov- 
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ernor, as well as that used by him in the closing paragraph of 
his message, to which we will hereinafter refer, is what is 
popularly known as “buncombe,” and is intended as a cheap 
bid for the favor and applause of the unthinking and irrespon- 


sible classes. The act of Congress of July 30, 1886, to which ` 


the Governor has referred, is a most flagrant violatiĝn of the 
“right of local self-government” which he speaks of, and so is 
every act of every Legislature throughout the country, which 
in any manner prescribes or defines the powers and duties of 
the governments of the various local sub-divisions of the State 
or Territory under its control. The act of this Legislature 
passed in 1876, by which the administration of county affairs 
throughout the Territory was taken from the Probate Judge 
and vested in a board of commissioners, is equally open to the 
same criticism, as is almost all of the legislation by Congress 
with reference to the Territories. It is hardly possible to dis- 
cuss such an objection with patience, and we will give no 
further space or attention to it. 

The closing sentence of the Governor’s message is equally: 
repugnant to a due sense of what is proper in such a docu- 
ment We will quote the paragraph entire, as follows: “An 
incorporated city is an American institution—an illustration 
of American civilization and progress. Disincorporation is 
in the line of retrogression—a step backward; and, as illus- 
trated by this bill, a negation by questionable authority of 
a principle vital to popular government and in the direction 
and interest of sloth and semi-barbarism.” 

Comment on such talk as this is hardly necessary, and we 
will content ourselves with saying that in far too many cases, 
the incorporation of cities, instead of being in the direction 
of civilization and progress, is but an organized attempt to 
fasten a most odious tyranny upon the deluded citizens who 
are induced to favor it, and provides secure berths for office- 


holding leeches, who devour the substance of the people. It: 


is a question upon which there is very serious division in our 
best class of citizens, whether the incorporation of any towns 
such as we have in New Mexico, is a public benefit; but the 
discussion of that question is foreign to the matter now under 
consideration, and we cannot afford to be drawn iato it by the 
unwisdom of the message. before us. 

We recommend the passage of the bill over the Governor’s 
veto.
